DECATUR, Ills., Sept.. 27.— 


John E. Ryan, Pacific Express 
mesenger on the Wabash passen- 
ger train due here early today, 


id E. D. Greene, a former ex- 


press messenger, both of Chicago, 
Fought a duel with' revolvers in 
Ryan's car on the way from Be- 
ment to Decatur, a distance of 
twenty miles. Both men were 
seriously wounded and may die. 
On ar ival here they were taken 
to the hospital 


Each man received four bullets 


in the fight, which lasted for 
miles. Greene says he boarded 
the express car at 
Chicago, 


intending to go to'his home at 
Pittsfield to visit relatives. He 
and Ryan were old friends. Ryan, 
he says, permitted him to ride and 
he assisted the latter in working 
up the express matter. 
They 


began drinking. 


THEY DREW GUNS. 


Jokes led to a quarrel and 


Greene says both drew guns at 
the same time. Ryan asserts that 
he did not see Greene in the car 
until the train reached Cerro 
Gordo and he believed 
that 


Greene jumped in for the purpose 
of robbery. They quarreled, ac- 
cording to Ryan's story, clinched 
and both with revolvers drawn 
rolled over on the car floor. 


The men then separated and 


each sought shelter in different 
ends of the car. Both men fired 
and both went down, but were on 
their feet in a short time and the 
duel continued. Just before the 
train reached Decatur, Greene 
opened the door and jumped from 
the car. He was unabre to escape 
and was found an hour later by 
the police. 


UGLY WOUNDS. 


Greene has an ugly wound in 


the breast, another in the right 
lung, while a third ball lodged in 
the fleshy part of the abdomen. 
Ryan was shot in the left jaw, 
behind the left ear and in the Ifeft 
shoulder. None of the trainmen 
were aware of the duel that was 
being waged in the express car 
until the train arrived at Decatur 
and Ryan was seen through the 
open door, lying in a pool of blood 
on the car floor.

Prince Ching signing the agreement 
today. Annex seventeen of the pro- 
tocol of 1901 provided for the estab- 
lishment of an International board of 
control of river affairs ana for the 
necessary funds which were to be 
raised by various taxes, China agree- 
ing to contribute a sum equal to that 
subscribed 
by foreigners. This 
ar- 


rangement was never satisfactory, the 
Chinese complaining- of the inadequate- 
ly represented board, while the French 
refused to adhere to the arrangement. 
Hence the provisions of the protocol i 
were never carried out. 


The agreement signed 
today 
pro- 


vides that China shall assume all the | 
responsibility of the care of the river, 
and furnish all the funds, foreigners 
contributing nothing, either by way of 
taxation or grant. 


The interests of foreigners are safe- 


guarded

case, while a periodical submission of 
the accounts of the disbursements of 
the necessary funds Is guaranteed.

'Every person entering 
he house between 10 at night and 6 in 
he mornlngvmust pay to the Hausbe- 
iorger twenty hellers (lour cents). 
This gives rise to s. curious condition, 
Naturally the man who- comes home at 
early hours need not necessarily pay 
anything, while the man who habitually 
gets In at 2 or 3 in the morning Is a fre- 
uent contributor to the Housbesorger's 
nank account. Inquiry of the Hausbe-

'Dr." Joseph Lachance Tells 


Inquest How tie Talked 
With Dead Prophets. 


at 


SAN RAFAEL, Sept. 27.—Although 


a Coroner's inquest is usually a tragic 
affair and very seldom provocative of 
mirth, the one held yesterday after- 
no6n by Deputy Coroner Morrison and 
District Attorney Boyd to determine 
the cause of the' death of George C. 
Fabens of Alarr.eda bordered close on 
to comedy and was perhaps the most 
novel ceremony of its kind ever -held in 
the State. 


This unusual condition of 
affairs 


was produced through the combined, 
though widely divergent, efforts of the 
District Attorney and "Dr." Joseph 
Lachance, the divine healer and later 
day raesslah, at 
whose sanatorium 


near Ross Valley Fabens 
died last 


night. It was while Lachance was oa 
the witness stand 
replying to the 


rather pertinent queries of the District 
Attorney that the spectators pricked 
up their ears and giggled. Very little 
of the "doctor's" testimony had any 
direct bearing on Fabens' death and 
was of practically no use to the Jury- 
men, unless it were in testing their 
credulity, but the information he vol- 
unteered In reference to his past life 
and experiences was decidedly novel 
and apparently very amusing to the 
audience. 


According to Dr. W. J. Wlckman, 


the county physician, Fabens' death 
was due to paralysis, from which Cie 
had been suffering for twelve years. 
Prior to being taken with this afflic- 
tion, he was for many years a claim 
agent of the Southern Pacific Railroad, 
his residence being at Alameda. Ac- 
cording to the testimony given today 
by his wife and Charles N. Nelson, his 
son-in-law, he Ciad been pronounced 
Incurable by many physicians and as 
a last resort came over six weeks ago 
to Mountvlew Hotel, the name under 
which Lachance conducts his institu- 
tion. 
. 


Mrs. Fabens testified that Dr. Bull 


of Alameda. their family 
physician, 


had warned her that her husband's 


• death was liable to occur at any time 
from a-sudden attack of his malady. 
This occurred shortly-after 10 o'clock 
last evening, and as Lachance Is not a 
licensed-practitioner the Inquest re- 
sulted. At the request of District At- 
torney Boyd, Deputy Coroner Morri- 
son subpoenaed Lachance for a wit- 
ness, and at the appointed time the 
faealer appeared, clad In the regula- 
tion black frock coat, uncut hair and 
patriarchal beard. 
After a few pre- 


liminary questions relative to Faisens' 
death Boyd began driving into the pas; 
history of the "doctor." 


HIS PAST HISTORY. 


TTpon being questioned as to the be- 


ginning of his career as a divine healer 
Lachance asserted that he had re- 
ceived his powers in a conversation 
with the Lord at Little Falls, Minn., 
about nine years ago. The message 
from above, he said, Informed him of 
his health-giving powers, and com- 
manded him to fulfill the mission In- 
trusted to him. His memory was a 
little hazy as to the exact text of the 


message, but he was sure that Its im- 
port was for him to go forth and heal 
the sick. He then went to Minneap- 
olis, according to his story, and after 
a short career there as a divine healer 
was informed by the Lord that Los 
Angeles offered an excellent field for 
his endeavors. Lachance accordingly 
moved with the course of empire and 
settled In Los Angeles. Another com- 
munication from on high directed him 
to Woodland, and after a short stay 
there a celestial message named Oak- 
land as a field. 


ANGEL IN OAKLAND. 


"While I was In Oakland," testified 


Lachance, "one of my assistants dis- 
covered the Mountview Hotel, and 
suggested It as a good place to carry 
on our work. 
I communicated this 


fact to the Lord and he sent an angel 
to my office In Oakland. The angel 
told me to rent Mountview Hotel." 


This staggered the District Attor- 


[ney, but he proceeded with his ques- 
'tionlng by producing a picture of La- 
chance, in which the healer wore two 
large keys pinned to the left breast 
of his coat. From one key dangled a 
star, and above the entire picture, 
dona in red ink, were the Roman let- 
ters, "VDMDC." 


"What do those 
letters 
represent, 


doctor?" asked Boyd. 


"No one but God and myself know," 


replied Lachance calmly, "and I abso- 
lutely refuse to tell." 


"Where did you get those two Seys?" 


pursued Boyd. 


"They were given me In my office 


at Minneapolis by Moses and Ellas." 


Boyd was beyond surprise by this 


time, so he merely asked, "Were Moses 
and Ellas in your office and could you 
see them there?" 


"Certainly," 
said Lachance, 
"they 


were in my 
office and they both 


walked down the street with me after- 
ward." 


"Could others see them?" asked the 


District Attorney. 


"No, they were invisible to every one 


except myself.' 


At this stage of the proceedings the 


audience could restrain Itself no longer, 
and the healer was dismissed. 
The 


jury brought in a verdict of 
death 


from natural causes. Later .In the day 


I the District Attorney wrote to 
the 


State Board of Medical Examiners 
advising it of Lachance's presence 
here and asking them to Investigate 
his case and determine whether 
he 


should be allowed to ply his vocation 
without a license. 


Fabens was a director of the Encl- 


nal Building and Loan Association. 
His son, Frank C. Fabens, Is a promi- 
nent member of Halcyon Parlor, Na- 
tive Sons of the Golden West, and Is 
tne private secretary of Superintendent 
Palmer of the Southern Pacific Com- 
pany. A daughter, Mrs. Eva Nelson, 
wife of Charles Nelson, a well known 
railroad man of this city, was formerly 
assistant secretary of the Alameda 
Board of Education.

A Bad Smelling Report. 


After ruminating, percolating and procrastinating for nine 


months' the Grand Jury has rendered a report which may, be char- 


acterized as a general kick against the county officers, the County 


Government Act and persons and officials who have for any reason 


become obnoxious to the Realty Syndicate. It has been common 


knowledge for months that the Grand Jury intended to "roast" the 
county officers, particularly the Board of Superv;sors; consequently 


the report has surprised nobody. 
A body of men having private 


and personal grudges to vent is naturally the willing'instrument 


of others inspired by like motives, and is never at a loss for a pretext 


on which to base a condemnation agreed upon m advance. 


For months past the secrets of the Grand Jury room have been 


peddled about the streets. Time and time again public officials 
were held up and catechised at the instigation of personal or political 


enemies who only, had to whisper privately in the ear of certain 
members of the Grand Jury any sort of a tale to have subpoenas 
Issued and an inquisition begun that would have been farcical but 


for the pretended secresy observed in a so-called investigation dic- 
tated by rancor and prosecuted in a spirit of unfairness. In each 
instance the accusations privately and unofficialy brought to the ear 


of the Grand Jury were permitted to go to the newspapers, generally 


those hostile to the parties aimed at, in advance of investigation. As 


a rule the accusations were either gross calumnies or high-colored, 
'distorted and exaggerated versions of acts and incidents of trifling 


importance. 


Only one person—a private individual—was indicted, and in his 


case the indictments were based on evidence procured by, the Board 


of Supervisors and laid before the Grand Jury. Yet the Supervisors 


come in for a sweeping condemnation. Nearly $100 was spent by 


the Grand Jury in investigating a paltry twenty dollar laundry bill. 
This was only, one of many instances where the inquisitorial powers 


of the Grand Jury, were prostituted to wreak private revenges and 


assail reputations under cloak of performing a public duty, 


The foreman of the jury had his knife whetted because his 


brother, who was employed as a copyist at the Hall of Records, was 


discharged. Three other members of the jury were active pro- 


ponents of the Sather Tract steal which the Realty Syndicate 


attempted to foist on the people of Oakland at the recent bond elec- 
tion. Still 'another member was incensed at the newspapers because 
they refused to remain silent when his brother was charged with an 


infamous crime. Hence the Grand Jury's recommendation that the 


minutes of the Board of Supervisors be not included in the official 


advertising. Hence the baseless charge that official advertising has 


been padded. In this palpable attempt to strike at newspapers which 


have offended the Realty Syndicate and certain members of the jury 


there is manifest the working of personal animus. In the shriek of 


joy over the report emitted by the kept organ of the Realty Syndi- 
cate there is confirmatory evidence of the community of interest 


between the foiled corporation and members of the Grand Jury with 


private axes to grind. 


It would suit certain persons and interests, particularly corpora- 


tions grabbing after franchises along the public highways and other 


special privileges inimical to the public good, not to have the detailed 


proceedings of the Board of Supervisors published. The advocates 


of the Sather Park steal would like to punish the newspapers that 
exposed and prevented that job. 


In the mass of muddled criticism of county officials and one- 


sided statements of official proceedings there is no mention of the 


Sather Tract job nor of the gross infractions of the law by the cor- 
porations subsidiary to the Realty Syndicate. 
The Grand Jury 


devoted much of its valuable time to inquiring about monkey trees 


and a section of its report to scolding the District Attorney for 


refusing to advise illegal proceedings, but it has refrained from 
touching upon matters of real public moment which would have 
proved embarrassing to the corporate interests the Grand Jury was 
only too willing to serve. 


The Fight For the Wabash. 


The scheme of Joseph Ramsey to take the control of the Wabash 


system away from the Goulds is of deepest interest to Oakland 
and the Pacific Coast generally, as it is generally understood to 
be backed by railroad interests which have been strenuously righting 
George J. Gould in his efforts to reach tidewater on the North 
Atlantic seaboafd and his plans for getting a through connection 
to the Pacific Ocean. The defeat of Gould by Ramsey would 
mean the defeat of his plan for completing anocher through com- 
peting line from the Atlantic to the Pacific Coast. 
Here is what 


the Springfield Republican has to say about it: 


"As matters stand today the Gould interest will very soon be 


in control of an unbroken line, independent of all other across- 
country lines, extending from Baltimore, Md., to Oakland, Cal. 
But the loss of Wabash control will make a wide breach in the 
great project and leave the two ends hanging in the air. All the 
great expenditure made to acquire and build the links from Denver 
to the Pacific and from Toledo and Pittsburg to the Atlantic, will 
be so much money and labor wasted so far as the transcontinental 
purpose is concerned, and these various Eastern and far Western 
extensions will fall into the condition of mere local roads. 


"No wonder, therefore, that financial and railroad circles are 


jnightily interested in the advertisement of Joseph Ramsey Jr.,— 
president of the Wabash company, but recently in disagreement 


with George J. Gould, chairman of the board, and ^booked to .retire j 
from the management,—calling/fof proxies to be used at the annual : 
election on October 10. This is generally regarded as an attempt I 
to shake off Gould control and work the Wabash in other interests ' 
than those of the Missouri pacific transcontinental project. 
Some 


great rival interest seems to be behind Ramsey, and fingers point 
to the Pennsylvania, which has been doing all it could, to obstruct 
the Pittsburg and Maryland developments of the Gould transcon- 
tinental scheme. If the Rockefeller interest has broken with Gould 
and is back of Ramsey, the chance is good, it is said, that he may 
succeed." 


Ramsey was placed at the head of the Wabash by Gould, but 


has now turned against him and is leagued with the interests bent on 
preventing any new lines reaching either the Atlantic or Pacific 
Oceans. The interests of the public lie with Gould in this fight. I

He is making haste slowly, 
apparently detei mined to get at the bottom facts of the matters in 
clispvte, and resolved to see that justice is done regardless of the 
impotent bluster of Castro and t'he helplessness of Venezuela -fr- n 
a mi'itary point. Castro's character as a ruler, and our conception 
of him, do not affect our national duty in the premises nor absolve 
us from the obligations it imposes. We can afford to laugh at the 
high blown bubbles of self-conceit, but we cannot afford to do wrong 
to CKir neighbors or to exert our national might in a bad cause 
against a weak power

Henry, Gibson Moore has lived in New York for three years. 


He is said to have given indifferent approval to his daughter's mar- 
nage, but Mrs Moore is unrelenting. She is a CaUholic, and is said

The present effort for It dates from 


about March. 1903. when the Ebe(! So- 
ciety of Oakland, reaching out for places 
to do good, found San Leanuro. They had 
a good purpose and the facility of a trav- 
eling library, or libraries, to offer: and 
they, found responsible parties in San 
Leandro to accent the care of it. and 
San Leandro thus became possessed of 
a library 
of 100 volumes. 
Then the 


State of California went into the busi- 
ness of circulating- libraries, and 
the 


same care-tenders became possessed in 
that way of a library of 50 volumes more. 
Then other San Leamircans began to 
take notice and send in books, and in a 
year or two 150 more have accumulated. 
some of them beautifully ar.d all of them 
•well bound. Then, with a nucleus of 300 
volume's.' San Leandro people began to 
feel that they did amount to something 
in the way of books, and a public meet- 
ing was called, at which Dr. C. F, Co'.e- 
rean. A. B. Gary. W. F. Cunningham. 
"Dr. C. H. Miller and O. J. Lynch were 
elected as trustees of the people and 
conductors of the enterprise. 
In turn 


they perfected a very simple but perfect- 
ly effective organization by electing O. 
J. Lynch president, and Dr. C. H. Wil- 
tmr ««r.ret.firy. 
A sum of some $40. col- 


lected in a public effort soma six years 
ago. 
and placed In the Bank of San 


Leandro 
for safe-keeping 
was turned 


over to them as trustees; and a series 
of lectures was planned as a means of 
still further increasing- it. • • Already the! 
matter has gone so far and seems to be 
so stable that it Is being talked that 
perhaps there will be a tax levy on a 
village property of a small sum to still I 
further help Increase It. 
Whether that 


comes or not, the voluntary efforts of j 
lectures and the like go on. 
After Dr. 


Brown's, there Is another yet to come, 
by Professor R. D. Hunt, on October

BERKELEY, Sept. 27.—In a report 


to the Board of Trustees presented 
last night, the police committee made 
recommendations regarding the pound, 
its location and buildings.

poundmaster Coryell made the follow-

EDITOR TRIBUNE—Venezuela Is In [ 


the midst of a decidedly strange process 
of combination. Forces at work In the 
nation are not only antagonistic, but re- 
pugnant to each other. Malignancy and 
rancor directed by reason and aptitude 
strive to overcome each other but, hav- 
ing equal energy, merely unite. 
The 


blond of interests and ambitions so In- 
fused with hostility Is so far so thin 
as to be hardly noticeable, but there is 
In it all the good that may be expected 
o£ Venezuela. It Is composed of ag- 
gressive righteousness. 


The very name of Venezuela Illus- 


trates tho situation. 
Phoentlcally this 


suggests the hiss and spring of a ser- 
pent, and literally it appears like a con- 
junction of poison and penetration. Tho 
name of the capital, Caracas, sounds like 
the warning of a rattlesnake. 
It cannot 


be said that the reptile nation does not 
warn its enemies well before striking. 
There can, be no objection to Its strik- 
ing deeply, In consequence. 
Venezuela, 


full of virility and virus, defends herself 
at all turns. 


Occupying a superb geographical posi- 


tion, replete with natural riches and de- 
flant. If not vain, because of the atten- 
tions of other nations, Venezuela has 
made herself well fitted for her unique 
place in the world. Her coast extends 
along- th& Carribean Sea like the bulwark 
of a world; her southern, frontier em- 
braces the headwaters of the Amazon, 
and her commerce Is linked with nearly 
all South, America. She knows, as well 
as Europe, that she is the keystone of 
the continent. To colonise South Ameri- 
ca, Caucasians must make their first 
settlements upon tho headwaters of the 
great rivers and the shortest route to 
the sources of the Orinoco and the Ama- 
zon 
Is 
through 
Zenezuela. 
Curiously 


enough, Europeans and Americans must 
enter Venezuela, through ports tributary 
to Caracas In order to penetrate to the 
Ancles. 
They will always 
avoid the 


Maraclabo 
basin 
and 
tho 
poisonous 


mouth of the Orinoco. 


Venezuela understands. 
She Is fortify- 


ing La, Guayra and Puerto Cabello. With 
batteries of the largest of modern guns 
she will soon be able to sweep the ocean 
In front of her far beyond tha range of 
warships. 
The days of bombardments 


are well night over for Venezuela, There 
will, therefore, bo no Invasion of the 
country by the sons of fecund Europe. 
Any advances of civilization toward the 
Andean mountain tops will bo made un- 
der the direction of and at terms fixed 
by Venezuela In time of peace. 
After 


having beon prodded, and goaded to the 
point of desperation by 
the powerful 


brass-knuckled, bullying powers. Venc- 
cuela has made herself the most Inde- 
pendent nation In The world. 
Selected 


to be bound to a spiked stoke as a 
martyr by greedy monarchies, she has 
^berated herself and become able to die- 
late to her enemies. If the strenuous, 
i'ig nations of Europe desire lands in 
Uouth America for their surplus popula- 
lion they must offer guarantees to Vene- 
zuela Instead of demanding them from 
.hat nation, as In the past. 


In diplomacy, Venezuela has proven 


that she is not the unsophisticated, na- 
tion that Europe and the United States 
believed her to be. Through the well- 
poised policy of Castro she has per- 
plexed European 
governments, swollen 


with egotism and arrogance though they 
are. and hns taught the United States 
a lesson which should serve for a cen- 
tury. 
Financial sharks of Europe and 


the United States have bitten at, but 
failed to bleed her. 
Supported by un- 


reliable diplomats, whose chief quality 
was pretentionusness. these sharks have 
clone more harm to their own countries 
through the harassing of Venezuela than 
to her. 
The United States must thank 


Venezuela for all that Washington has 
learned In diplomacy during the past 
fmir 
years, 
and 
should 
show 
grat- i 


Itude by sending to Venezuela and other 
Latin-American 
countries, 
n. 
different 


class of diplomats to the tropical provin- 
cials, decayed politicians and unscrupul- 
ous schemers who have pretended to sus- 
tain American prestige during the' past 
decade between the Rio Grande and Cape 
Horn. It is from Venezuela that Amer- 
icans have learned that the upstart dip- 
lomats who write self-laudatory articles 
describing themselves as men born to 
command, and pusilanimously 
pay for 


their publication in the press, are not 
proper persons to represent a nation Itiee 
the United States in consular or minis- 
terial or ambassadorial capacity. Vene- 
zuela has proven absolutely that news- 
papermen 
are 
not 
the material upon 


which diplomacy Is based, for the reason 
that their self-booming proclivities de- 
scrupulize them. Venezuela founded her 
diplomacy on righteousness and devel- 
oped 
It 
through 
straightforwardness. 


Even the United States stands behind 
her in directness of purpose. She has 
proven herself the most advanced expo- 
nent of the new diplomacy initiated at 
Paris by the American, treaty-makers. 


No other nation .could have told the 


United States that it was wrong In, the 
asphalt litigation, in so few words as 
Venezuela did. 
The American laconlsm 


of Castro completely overcame the Euro- 
pean paraphrasls of Roosevelt, teaching 
Americans that as inventors or creators 
they succeed but as Imitators, they fall 
utterly. Because.of. her stubborn diplo- 
macy, combining terseness and rectitude, 
Venezuela preserves her isolation moro 
splendidly, though' more hazardously than 
the tight little Island itself. 


Venezuela has learned that it does not 


pay to be in the right always. 
It has 


cost her dearly to defend her nationality. 
Calumnies spread in the United States 
and Europe by maloflcer.t corporations, 
thwarted in purpose of fraud, have In- 
timidated capitalists who would other- 
wise invest heavily In Venezuela, Capl- 
.tal has been withdrawn from the coun- 
try. 
As a result, industry is paralyzed 


and misery walks at will throughout the 
land. 
If Venezuelat had bended before 


the storm of protest raised by foreign 
rascals. 
and 
consented to a certain 


amount of outrage she would not now be 
suffering privation. 
Mere consciousness 


that she ..was In the right does not com- 
pensate her for the loss of prosperity. 
She now realizes that she could not af- 
ford to be right. 
But there is. no re- 


course in sight for her. 
She must suf- 


fer. 
.. Revolution Impends. 
If the slightest 


opportunity offers Itself an attempt will 
be made to overthrow the existing gov- 
ernment. 
Castro holds the nation in 


order only by the grip of his iron hand. 
But a revolution will not supply a rem- 
edy for tha present depression. It will 
make conditions worse, frightening cap- 
ital by depriving the nation of the only 
strong: president it has had in years. 
There Is a possibility of foreign inter- 
vention, in such a contingency. Both tha 
United States and Europe, because of 
ignorance or Iniquity, Or both, are not 
incline'd to tolerate revolution, although 
desirous that one should occur. 
Euro- 


peans and Americans have no morals 
broad enough to comprehend that a peo- 
ple who are arbitrarily deprived of the 
right of free 
suffrage, guaranteed by 


their constitution, through the action of 
an usurper have the privilege of revolu- 
tion, and that privilege is just as sacred 
as the privilege of casting a ballot in a 
more fortunate counti-y. Americans can- 
not deny Latin-Americans the right of 
revolution as long as they do not Insist 
upon the guaranty of the right of suf- 
frage, and for this reason Venezuela la 
ready to demonstrate the hypocrisy of 
the American Government If It inter- 
feres In the interior affairs of tho coun- 
try In the 
future, 
inasmuch as the 


United States not only ignores but de- 
spises the constitutional right of Mexi- 
cans to free suffrage, and not only recog- 
nizes but sustains the right of Panamans 
to revolt against their former national 
government, while at the same time It 
denies Dominicans ,the right of revolu- 
tionary redress. 
Venezuela ,knows that 


a revolution at the present time will 
cost her dearly, not because of loss «£ 
life and property, but because of foreign 
Intervention. 
Ordinarily, a revolution in 


Venezuela costs but little more than an 
election would cost, and is at times more 
economical than an election, especially 
when a corrupt 
government 
is dealt 


with, but it Is impossible to convince .a 
designing. Inimical government of this 
fact. In the event of revolution in Ven- 
ezuela It Is to be 'hoped that Americans 
will take Into consideration the fact 
that an election In the United States en- 
tails an 
economic loss of $225,000,000,- 


($75.000.000 in labor and $150,000,000 in 
production), or ?3.50 per capita, while a 
revolution In Venezuela never costs more 
than 38,000,000, or $2 per capita. 
Only 


by revolution can the conflicting ele- 
ments In Venezuela be converted into 
harmonious forces, and for that reason 
no foreign nation should interfere in the 
internal affairs 
of the country. 
The 


process of bringing about stability and 
prosperity Is 
painful 
enough 
to the 


stricken country without being mixed j 
with foreign substances. 


At present a magnificent opportunity 


la offered the United States to win a 
way In Venezuela against all antagon- 
ists. As the vast Interior of South Amer- 
ica must soon be opened to civilization, 
Americans should lose no tlmo in in- 
gratiating themselves with Venezuela in 
order to gain the highway. 
They need 


resort only to their own peculiar meth- 
ods of justice and generosity, Instead of 
acquired European vices of deceit and 
Intimidation In order to succeed. Vene- 
zuela is suffering from want of capital. 
Americans, by advancing money to her 
can win her affections. As the one gen- 
erous raco of the world they can assist 
this stricken country without waiting 
for an appeal from It. 
Certainly a na- 


tion which 
has preserved 
her pride 


throughout a long siege of afflictions and 
has refused to yield, under torments ad- 
ministered by combined Europe, cannot 
be expected to ask for foreign aid now. 
Venezuela suffers because she has been 
right. Americans should realize this and 
come to her relief without ruffling her 
pride. 
They cannot lose by doing this. 


Every dollar Invested In Venezuela will 
develop ten dollars' 
worth 
of riches. 


Titles to property are secure. Revolu- 
tions hurt or help 
speculators only. 


Legitimate investments remain 
intact 


through oil political disturbances. .Amer- 
icans must digest these truths now while 
Venezuela, isolated and famishing, rests 
on her colls, ready to defend her pres- 
tige 
and 
maintain 
her Independence. 


Persecution by foreign nations has made- 
/Venezuela what she Is. a reptile nation, 
and Americans are the one people who 
should respect her as such, since among 
rc-ptile nations she Is tho queen, and the 
first emblem of liberty used by Ameri- 
cans was a rattlesnake. Americans are, 
Indeed, especially adapted to deal with 
Venezuela. 
If they should fall to en- 


list her sympathies, then more venom 
and more virility to Venezuela, for she 
stands guard over the South American 
continent against European encroach- 
ment!

Many Gases of Cruelty 


Contained in Report 


to France. 


PARIS, 
Sept. 
27.-—M. 
Clemcntel, 


Minister of the Colonies, yesterday re- 
ceived the report of the mission to 
the French Conge sent out last spring 
under Count de Brazza, who on the 
return journey, died at Dakar, a sea- 
port ot French "West Africa. 
In con- 


nection with the sending of this 'mis- 
sion a 
considerable 
sensation 
was 


aroused owing to the, publication of 
charges against M. Gentil, commissioh- 
er-ge.neral of the French Congo, alleg- 
ing maladministration, and great cru- 
elty to the natives. M- Gentil is nowin 
Paris in a precarious state of health. 
Among- the cases of cruelty contained 
in. the report is that of a number of 
natives who were 
flogged 
to death 


with knotted, whips. 


It is also asserted that in order to 


force the natives to pay taxes the Co- 
lonial office at Banqui in May. 1904, 
imprisoned fifty-eight women and ten 
children, and that within five weeks 
forty-seven of these died of starvation. 


A letter from Count de Brazza dated 
August 24th, just before the beginning 
of his final return journey, 
throws 


light on 
the explorer's 
opinions 
of 


what he saw in the Congo. 
In it he 
says: 


"I found the conditions at Banqui 


intolerable. The people there were be- 
ing- destroyed by requisitions. Every- 
thing1 was done to hide the true state 
of affairs from the 
mission 
whicli, 


however, discovered 
serious abuses. 


No 
reform 
is 
possible 
without a 


change of administration. 
I return 


with the belief that the dispatch of 
my mission was necessary as other- 
wise In a short time we would have to 
face worse scandals than those con- 
fronted by the Belgians." 


Minister Clementel is determined to 
thoroughly investigate the charges af- 
ter the funeral over the remains of 
Count de Brazza.
